Every 
boat leaving is crowded with Europeans. 

A general strike throughout Italy may be 
declared within twenty-four hours. The So- 
clalists have arranged the movement as a 
protest against the occupation of Tripoli. The 
Socialists, alone, of the Italian people oppose 
the Tripolitan program of the government. 


Big Italian Fleet Going. 
‘MALTA, Sept. 26.—Thirteen Italian vee- 
sels have been seen proceeding in the direo- 
tion of Tripoll in the last twenty-four hours.

Says Italy. dave Ultimatum. 

LONDON, Sept. 27.—According to the 
Daily Mall Italy has presented a practical 
ultimatum to Turkey, demanding guarantees 
against a recurrence of anti-Italian incidents 
in Tripoli. which guarantees, in the intention 
of the Italian government, can only consist 
of some kind of Italian pxotectorate over 
Tripoli. ' 

The Telegraph’s Constantinople corre- 
spondent learns that instructions have been 
Bent to Tripoli to oppose by force any at- 
tempted Italian landing, while the cabinet 
has decided to summon the reserves, and the 
war office is working at high pressure. 

“This activity,” says the correspondent. 
“may be explained by the report which ts 
current that an agreement has been con- 
cluded whereby Austria promises, in the 
event of Italian occupation of Tripoli, to 
make a military demonstration on the 
Italian. frontier, In return for this support 
Turkey will take steps to counteract Slav 
influence in the Balkan states in favor of 
Austria.“ 


ENVOY CONFIDENT OF PEACE. 

Bellport, N. T., Sept. 26.—Zia Bey Pasha, 
the Turkish ambassador to the United States, 
said tonight he had received no instructions 
from the porte to invoke the good offices of 
the American government in the way of re. 
straining Italy from hostile action in Tripoli 

Zia Bey Pasha believes the Tripoli dispute 
will be settled without recourse to war. At 
the same time, he said, Turkey was pre- 
pared if war comes. 

“ Tripoli is a province of Turkey, he said, 
and Turkey means to guard it The new 
Turkey, the Turkey of union and progress, 
has built up a strong and loyal army. Our 
fleet cannot perhaps compare with the fleet 
of Italy, but our army is might}. Like every 
country, we have some political dissensions 
at home. But when it comes to aggression 
from abroad Turkey stands united to a man 
to defend her rights.”

States Reverse Reno Decrees. 

The McGrath cage is not the only case in 
which a Reno divorce decree has been an- 
nulled by the courts of other states. As a 
general thing, ghe judiciary outside of Ne- 
vada is inclined to annul Nevada divorces 
wherever the opportunity offers. 

In New York last fall Justice Whitney of 
the Supreme court in deciding the case of 
Catlin vs Catlin held that the law of the 
state of domicile rather than the law of the 

~ state where the divorce was procured should 
govern the respective rights of the litigants. 

In the Catlin case Mrs. Marion B. Catlin 
had secured a di®orce in Reno from George L. 
Catlin. The case came to the Supreme court 
of New York on a writ of habeas corpus by 
which Mrs. Catlin attempted to enforce the 
order of the Reno court giving her the cus- 
tody of her children. 

The court dismissed the petition for the 
writ. The ruling was based on the fact that 
Mrs. Catlin had not in her action for divorce 

obtained personal service on her husband in 
the state of Nevada. The court held that the 
matrimonial domicile of the Catlins was in 
the state of New York. 

The laws of that state require personal 
gervice within the state on defendants in 
divorce suits. Judge Whitney decided that 
the laws of New York governed the rights of 
the parties to the divorce suit and held virtu- 
ally that the Reno divorce was invalid.

“Can't we indict Mrs. Lawrence, or some- 
thing, and bring her back to Joliet with her 
husband and make her answer for that awful 
story?” the Joliet women asked. And these 
women are entirely without sympathy for 
the woman who is supposed to be fleeing 
into a foreign land with her husband. The 
Joliet women say that one must be careful 
of one’s silver spoons, and isn’t that much 
worse than drinking and gambling, only 
there aren't any of these horrid things in 
Joliet. Coffee and bridge represent the 
umit of the Joliet women’s debaucheries, 


they say. 
Denies Gambling Charge. 

“We don't do those things at all,” said 
Mrs. C. B. Cheadle, prominent in the What 
So Ever circle of the King’s Daughters, of 
which Mrs. Lawrence was a member. I 
think it's awful. She was introduced by a 
woman of the best reputation. She was liked 
at first, and up until last May, when we 
entertained together, I had no idea that she 
wasn't all right. Then my friends told me 
to do careful of my spoons. 

“What she says is false. It is the worst 
kind of spite work. Not a woman I know 
ever gambles or drinks. Her statement is 
entirely unjust to the Joliet women. Only 
the very nicest womenareinourclub. Joliet 
is not that kind of a place“ 

“Isn't it awful?’ said Mrs. F. W. Werner, 
of the Afternoon Sewing club, of which Mrs. 
Lawrence Wasa member. She's worse than 
what she calls us. We have caught her in 
some terrible things. Isn't it atrocious? I 
want you to deny that we are drunkards just 
as hard as you can. My goodness, I can't 
believe she would say such things. We never 
have had anything to drink but coffee at 
any of our club meetings 

“Of course Mrs. Lawrence’s statement 18 
not true,” said Mrs. Joe Nachbour, also a 
member of the sewing club. but I wouldn't 
say so. It would just be lowering myself 
to discuss the matter. She only wants to 
Sght. It’s the biggest joke I ever saw, and 
did you come all the way from Chicago to 
ask about it?” she said to the reporter. 


Defend Name of Women. 

Mrs. William D. Heise, wife of the former 
Mate’s attorney of Win county, explained 
the method in which Mrs. Lawrence had 
been caught in certain alleged irregularities. 

“I was born in this house and I have lived 
here all my life.” she said, “and I do not 
know a woman In Joliet who drinks.

“The Joliet women are the finest of those 
in any place I know,” said Mra.

The report of the Chicago vice commission 
yesterday was barred from the government 
mails. At almost the same time an appli- 
cation from members of the comsnission for 
incorporation as a public body under state 
laws reached Springfield. 

Acting Assistant Attorney General P. V. 
Keyser at Washington, D. C., handed down 
the decision excluding the report, which is 
entitled The Social Evil in Chicago, from 
the mails. 

The decision was received in Chicago in the 
afternoon from Washington by Postmaster 
Campbell There are 1,000 copies of the re- 
port, addressed to sociologists and philan- 
thropic societies throughout the country, 
held at the local postoffice. They will be re 
turned to the commission. It is reported 
that the 1,000 booklets have been purchased 
by John D. Rockefeller Jr. to further the fight 
on the vice traffic in the United States. 


No More Bonds to City Politicians. 

The commission, it is said, severed the last 
threads which bound that body to the city 
council when it applied for the state incor- 
poration papers. 
The incorporators explained that-the com- 
mission decided on this act to prevent im- 
postors or people having no right to the name 
from adopting their title. But t became an 
open secret long ago that the commission 
wished to free itself entirely from the city 
council and city politicians and their in- 
fluences so that it could go ahead with the 
study of the social evil in Chicago as an un- 
hampered private organization. 


Three Sign Application. 

Dean Walter T. Sumner, head of the vice 
commission; Edwin W. Sims, former United 
States district attorney; and Attorney P. J. 
O'Keeffe signed the application for incor- 
poration papers which were sent to Spring- 
field. 

A committee of the commission is now con- 
sidering the advisability of announcing to 
the public at an early date just what the 
scope and working plan of the commission 
will bé in the future. This committee will 
report to the full commission in a few days, 
and it is likely that the announcement of 
the new Chicago Vice commission will svon 


follow.

Cousin Tricks “Gem King.” 

As soon as Myron and his attorney, Leo B.

Kansas : City People Want 
Taft to Have Chance to 
Try Out Policies. 


HOPE FOR NEXT SESSION. 


People Divided on Reciprocity 
and Its Result on Politics 
of the Future. 


THE TRIBUNE presents herewith 
the sixth of a series of dispatches 
from a staff correspondent dealing 
with the impression that President 
Taft is making on communities he 
visits and in which he speaks. It is 
the aim that these dispatches shall be 
absolutely unbiased. They will be 
prepared after Mr. Taft's visit in order 
to present the effect on the public 
mind after the people have reflected 
on what the president has said. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Kansas City. Mo., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—The 
desire to have the trusts curbed and the tariff 
settled in favor of the consumer, instead of 
the interests,“ is the controlling factor in 
the political views of Kansas City. 

President Taft spent last evening on the 
frontier of the insurgent west and today he is 
carrying his exploration into the interior of 
that region reputed to be implacably hostile 
to standpat ideas. He received a cordial wel- 
come from the residents of Kansas City and 
the big gathering of delegates to the con- 
servation congress, but left behind him a 
mixed state of public opinion regarding his 
policies. 

Here, as elsewhere, the personality of the 
president has won him many friends. His 
bitterest enemies admit his honesty and sin- 
cere purpose and the eharm of his manner. 
You can't help liking him, they will tell you, 
even if you do differ with him on the tariff 
and reciprocity, : 


Decision on Next Session. 

It is evicent that the history of the next 
session of congress will determine in a large 
measure, the verdict of this section of the 
country on the Taft administration. If the 
president is able to put through a measure 
revising the tariff rates downward, he will 
win popuiarity here. If he fail he will suf- 
fer a corresponding loss. 

Those who call themselves regular repub- 
licans are loyal to the president. The dis- 
satisfaction in western Missouri and eastern 
Karsas, they believe, will disappear before 
election, for they are confident that the presi- 
cent will de successful in accomplishing 
acientific tariff revision. 

There undoubtedly are many persons in 
this part of the state who are dissatisfied 
with the Taft policies relating to the tariff, 
thestrusts and reciproeity. It is only fair to 
say. however, that there is a disposition on 
the part of these progressives to suspend 
final judgment until a fair trial can be given 
to the president's tariff board plan. 


Insurgents May Aid Wilson. 

The gossip almost everywhere is that in the 
event Taft and Woodrow Wilson should be 
the opposing candidates next year, the latter 
would get a large part of the ineurgent Re- 
publicar vote in this section. Several regular 
Republicans said they thought it would be a 
good thing, as the insurgents thereby would 
“go over to the Democratic party, where 
they belong.” - 

The difference between the Taft and anti- 
Taft elements of the Republican party were 
illustrated by the discussion of the president 
among 5,000 delegates to the conservation 
congress. The address delivered by Mr. Taft 
lest nicht was the univergal theme of cem- 
ment. Admirers of the president were loud 
in praising him for directing the attention 
of the country to the great need for intensive 
farming. 

On (he other hand, the anti-Taft delegates 
expressed their disappointment that the 
president bad not declared himself in regard 
to the development of Alaska and the regula-

“ Taft has no definite conservation policy,” 
aid an Iowa delegate. “ Most of the talking 
he does on conservation consists of explana- 
tions of scandals in the administration of the 
public domain.”

The work of recovering bodies from the 
wreck was kept up all night and is still going 
on. Every hour or so the remains of some 
victims were brought ashore. Fifty corpses

Records Show Lax Care When 


Smallpox Strikes Forty- 
seven Marengo Families, 


ONLY PAPER QUARANTINE 


— — 


State Official Denounced Because 
No Effort Is Made to En- 
force the Law. 


Marengo, the home town of Edward Shurt- 
Jeff, had an epidemic of smallpox two years 
ago which has not been equaled since in any 
Illinois town of like size. A total of ninety- 
geven cases, involving forty-seven families, 
was reported by Dr. R. M. Curtls, local health 
officer, That is a larger number than have 
been discovered during any of the last four 
years in the entire city of Chicago. 

It is the opinion of certain reputable local 
physicians that Dr. James A. Egan, secre- 
tary of the state board of heaith, is largely 
responsible for the extent oi the epidemic. 
Dr. W. A. Evans, former health commis- 
sioner, says that Dr. Egan established only 
a paper quarantine.“ The secretary of 
the state board is credited with having given 
instructions that all cases and suspects be 
quarantined, but did not see that the quar- 
entine was enforced. 

The Marengo situation is recalled as bear- 
ing on the question whether Gov. Deneen's 
appointee, Dr. Egan, is suited to the place 
he has held for years. Egag is claiming at 
this time to have a “civil fervice Frip on 


the job. 


Report on the Quarantine, 

J. L. Blaisdell, Chicago health inspector 
in Marengo at the time of the epidemic there, 
wrote his superior May 18. 190, his opinion, 
as follows: 

As to the quarantine in this town I think 
it is a farce. Two men are watching be- 
tween fifty and sixty cases and more coming 
down every day. School is now open and if 
it [smallpox] does not get into the country 
it will be a miracle. Farmers are using bet- 
ter precautions than the people in town. 
There were two nen cases in a restaurant 
and two in the home of a jeweler today. All 
were quarantined for ten days, fumigated, 
and then let go.“ 

The above is part of an officia! report by the 
inspector on file in the arcnives of the Chi- 
cago health department. 


Thought It Was Chickenpox. 

The records of Dr. Egan's office indicate 
that it was the opinion of the state offigials 
that many of the cases at Marengo were 
chicken pox instead of smalipox. In fact, 
there are indications that Dr. Egan did not 
consider necessary all of the precaution 
against the spread of contagion which Dr. 
Heman Spalding of the Chicago health de- 
partment had prescribed for Marengo. 

President A. S. Norton of the Marengo 
school board wrot Secretary Egan on May 6 
as follows: 

“A Dr. Spalding, said to come from the 
Chicago board of health, was here on Mon- 
day and the result is that we are pretty well 
tied up on account of his declaration that we 
have smallpox in our little city. Schools 
have been ordered closed; also the churches 


and all places of amusement, and all publie 


gatherings have beerrsuspended.”’ 


‘Commendable, but Not Necessary.” 

In reply Dr. Egan wrote May 7: 

“The closing of schools, churches, the- 
aters, and other places of amusement is 
commendable. but not absolutely necessary. 
What should be done is to secure the vac- 
eination of all persons exposed to smallpox, 
and, for that matter, all in town. There is 
no necessity for closing the schools, if you 
require, as you should, a certificate of suc-

cessful vaccination on every pupil enter- 
ing the schools.“ 

Dr. H. W. Richardson of Marengo in a 
letter to Dr. Egan, also on May 5, questions” 
the diagnosis of Dr. Spalding and asks the 
secretary to “send a man who can be ab- 
solutely depended upon to investigate.“ 

Dr. C. E. Crawford was sent and in his 
report to Dr. Egan, after enumerating the 
Cases, says: 

“I am of the opinion that most of them 
were varicella (chickenpox), but they had all 
been diagnosed and quarantined as variola 
(smalipox), and, as there was no question 
as to the diagnosis among thee physicians, I 
— it best not to give an adverse opin- 
on.“ 


Nearby Town Complains. 

When the number of cases reached over 
half a hundred E. H. Eggert, president of the 
Village of Union, four miles from Marengo, 
appealed to Dr. Egan for advice. Eggert 
failed to get a definite answer to his gues- 
tions and wrote again. In his first letter, 
May 21, Eegert wrote: 

Please advise me by return mail what 
we can doin regard to Marengo, a city about 
four miles from here, where they have about 
seventy cases of smallpox and allow the 
people to come here every morning, work 
during the day, and go back at night. Trav- 
eling between here and Marengo is going on 
every day. Should not the state board take 
hold of this at once? What can I do to stop 
traffic between here and Marengo? 

“*I was in Marengo myself when they had 
forty cases there and they had two men 
watching all those cases, Those affected are 
running around out of doors and are not Kept 
in. The city board of health is not strict 
enough. Something must be done soon and 
I hope I will hear from you by return mail.” 


Admits Quarantine Is Lax. | 

Egan's reply is dated May 25, in which he 
admits that the quarantine has been lax. The 
letter says that Dr, Egan has sent an in- 
spector to investigate all cases and see that 
rigid quarantine is maintained where quafan- 
tine has been lax Dr. Egan also suggested 
to Muyor Eggert that he issue a proclama- 
tion urging everyone to be vaccinated. 

The next day Eggert wrote to the state 
secretary again as follows: 

Tour kind favor received, but you do not 
fay a thing in regard to the traffic between 
here and Marengo. I think it best to stop it, 
but do not know that I have that right, and 
for that reason wrote you for advice.“ 

Dr. Egan then replied that Marengo had 
veen active in maintaining a quarantine. 

A little earlier, on May 19, Dr. Egan wrote 
Dr. Richardson of Marengo this: 

“Under existing circumstances it would 
not be wise for any place to quarantine 
against Marengo. In fact, the state board 
of health would disapprove of such quaran- 
tine.“ 

Chicago Officials Act. 

The Chicago health records show that as 
soon as the report of Inspector Blaisdell was 
received on May 19, announcing that the 
Egan quarantine was a farce, Commissioner 
Evans and his deputy, Dr. Koehler, started 
for Marengo. Up to that time there had deen 
but two officers in addition to the town mar- 
shal to watch the sick and prevent others 
from mixing with them. 

‘Ten policemen were added to the force and 
the houses containing cases were roped off. 
The milk, butter, and veal of the town had 
been barred from Chicago, and the local 
health officials told that other consignments 
also would be barred. The regulations, thus 
enforced by the Chicago officials’ threat, were 
thereafter maintained.

Memphis Clerks Confident 
They Will Gain Reeogni- 
tion of Federation. 


WOMEN BEING EMPLOYED. 


Convention of Machinists Acts; 
Pickets on Katy“; No 
Strike Here. 


Memphis, Tenn, Sept. 26.—With 1.100 
clerks and shopmen of the Illinois Cen- 
tra! rallroad out on strike in Memphis, the 
strikers are confident they will be success- 
ful in their attempt to gain recognition of 
the federation of employés. The railroad 
officials are equally confident they. will be 
able tc resume traffic tomorrow. 

The labor union officials say 98 per cent of 
the clerks on the southern division are out. 

Illinois Central clerks at Mounds, III., re- 
ceived an order tostrike this morning. The 
Cairo clerks expect to obtain their charter 
from the international union within a few 
days and will then strike if the trouble be- 
tween the international and the road is not 
settled. 

According to officials of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks at East St. Louis, the strike 
of the clerks will be further extended tomor- 
row when the clerks in the general freight 
office will walk out in sympathy with the 
yard clerks. Railroad officials reported to- 
night that the freight was being moved de- 
spite the strike of the yard clerks. 


Both Sides Firm at New Orleans. 

Although the railroads are refusing freight, 
officials at New Orleans assert they will be 
able tomorrow or Thursday to resume busi- 
ness. The officials charge the clerks quit 
without notice. This is denied by the clerks. 

The strikers at New Orleans say conditions 
in the railroad yards will be such within a 
short time that the road will come to terms 
without delay. The officials say the strikers’ 
Places will be filled. 

With 280 union clerks on strike in New 
Orleans and a general strike order calling 
out the federated shopmen expected, attor- 
neys for the Illinois Central secured from 
Federal Judge Foster tonight a temporary 
order restraining the clerks’ organization 
from posting tickets or in any way inter- 
fering with the company’s business. 

Young women are being employed at Jack- 
son, Miss., to take the place of the clerks. 


Ultimatum Sent Kruttschnitt. 

Davenport, Iowa, Sept. 26.—Thursday has 
been set for the crisis in the controversy be- 
tween the Harriman railroads and the Fed- 
eration of Railway Employés. An ultimatum 
giving Vice President Kruttschnitt until 
then to reopen negotiations with the federa- 
tion, represented by«the presidents of the 
nine international shop crafts unions com- 
posing it, was dispatched to the railroad of- 


cial today. 


NO STRIKE EXPECTED HERE. 

Strike agitation among the clerks of the 
Illinois Central raiJroad has not reached 
Chicago. The clerks have no officers or 
offices In Chicago. Officials of other unions 
declared yesterday thefe is no likelihood 
of a strike here. They also asserted other 
crafts of the Illinois Centra] would not join 
the strike. 

A report that the Illinois Central walkout 
is a forerunner of a similar move on the 
Harriman lines proper was denied by J. W. 
Klein, international president of the rail- 
way blacksmiths. 

Forty clerks were sent south yesterday 
to take the places of the strikers. The rail- 
roads declare they are experiencing no trou- 
ble in obtaining experienced men.

The market quotation on gallstones yester- 
day was $100 a pound. At least that was the 
Chicago quotation, and Chicago is the mar- 
ket of the world as far as galistones are con- 
cerned. The price is on the raw material. 
Gallstones are worth much more after they 
have been cut Into the form of a Chinese 
spook killer. 

The quotation did not come over a ticker 
yesterday, neitber did board of trade reports 
note tne apparent supply or the closing 
prices.“ Also a La Salle street broker would 
have been astonished at a request for a quo- 
tation on gallstones. 

Nine Pounds a Year Yielded. 

But in the heart of the stockyards gall- 
stones are a recognized article of commerce, 

“One hundred dollars a pound is what 
we get for them now,” said A. J. Little, head 
of the selling department of Armour & Co, 
„We market perhaps eight or nine pounds 
a year from the cattle we slaughter. Some 
of them are as big as walnuts, but most are 
no bigger than peas.

RAILROADS CAN GAIN WHARF 


Says Car Ferries in ‘Water Belt Line 
N 28 serve Early Needs. 


Beginning harbor construction with a single 
pler north of the mouth of the river was urged 
yesterday by John M. Ewen upon city ecoun- 
cil repretzentattves investigating the subject, 

Mr. Ewen told the subcommittee of the 
committee on Harbors, wharves, and bridges 
that natural development of the lake fro# 
for mercantile: purposes would begin on the 
stretch ef shore between the river and Ohio 
street; that the next point for construction 
would be the space between thé river and 
Randolph stteet, ahd that the shore south of 
Sixteenth ‘street ‘should be reserved for later 
construction if found negessary. | 


‘Mayor ‘and Aldermen Interested. 

Mr. Ewen's views were almost identical 
with those ‘Of the tommigeion of which he 
was’ chairman under the previous city ad- 
ministration. Mayor Harrison and the al- 
dermen Were much interested because Mr. 
Ewen's views upon the ‘starting polnt for 
the piér system differed from those of almost 
every other speaker before the subcommit- 
tee. Some engineers have contended that 
the Initial pier should be built south of Six- 
teenth street. 

They have contended that only one rall- 
road now comes within reach of the water on 
the north side. Mr. Ewen said that the 
right of way of the Chicago-and Northwest- 
ern could be obtained for a delt line running 
as far west as Canal street and then south. 


Urges Use of Car Ferries. 

Mr. Ewen believed that a lighterage sys- 
tem combined with car ferries. constituting 
a water belt line, might serve early needs 
of the harbor. 

At the beginning the city should try to take 
care only of light freight and fruit and vege- 
table shipping, he gaid. 

Mr. Ewen urged that a new department of 
city government be established with its head 
a harbor commissioner upon which would 
rest full responsjbility for harbor adminis- 
tration. He aijsa advised the formation of 
an acvisory board representing the city, the 
war department, the state and the sanitary 
district. :

Philadelphia. Pa., Sept. 26.—The American 
league championship for 1911 was decided 
today when Philadelphia defeated Detroit, 
11 to 3.

By repeating this year, Philadelphia earned 
the right to defend the title of world's cham- 
pions, which it won last year in a series 
with the Chicagos.
